ers from reaching their hotels and 
homes. 


Price 
reminded 
the 
Japanese 


commander that Japanese

had advanced three blocks into the 
American-defended 
sector, which 


could not be tolerated. 


In a spirited interview, the Jap- 


anese officer assured Price that he 
had been unaware his forces had 
marched within the American sec- 
tor. He expressed regret and order- 
ed his troops to withdraw. He also

not attempt to avoid responsibil-

per rising sun flag from the hands 
of a Japanese civilian, tore it up 
and broke the staff across his knee, j 
Japanese nearby chased him into a 
bookshop where settlement police

vulge his name. 


A Chinese, who was shot by a 


constable immediately after the ex- 
plosion, was said to have thrown 
the bomb. 


Another Chinese, police report- 


ed, attempted to kill some of the 
marchers by hurling himself from 
the roof of the new World Amuse- 
ment building. He struck a web of 
telephone wires and was killed. His 
body did not fall on the marchers.

Conversations in London 


In spite of the usual vagueness 


of diplomatic language, there was 
more than the usual cheerfulness in 
the statement made by the French 
Prime Minister at the conclusion 
of his visit to London. M. Chau- 
temps sounded almost exuberant, 
like a man emerging from a visit to 
his doctor having been told he did 
not have the fatal disease he was 
very much afraid he had. 


M. Chautemps had some reason 


to be anxious. For only recently 
Viscount Halifax had been to Bech- 
tesgaden 
to see Hitler, and the 


Halifax mission had looked very 
much like an attempt to displace 
the Foreign Office and Captain 
Eden by the faction that is suppos- 
ed to want to purchase peace with 
Germany,—to purchase it by aban- 
doning 
France. 
Czechoslovakia, 


Austria, the other Danubian states 
and, of course, Russia as well. By 
seeing things in their worst light, 
the French had reason to wonder 
whether there were not powerful 
influences in Britain prepared to 
buy immunity for the British Em- 
pire at the expense of Continental 
Europe. 
/ It is by no mean's certain that 


• there really are ma_ny Britons who 
are advocating this machiavelian 
policy: in any event, M. Chautemps 
and M. Delbos seem to have been 
convinced in London that this is 
not the policy of the.Chamberlain 
government For the French were 
not asked to abandon their Eastern 
allies and friends; they "were not 
asked to.abdicate their'place as a 
great power in Europe in order to 
relieve Britain of the threat of Ger- 
. many.

* 
Feared Worst But 
Have Left Relieved 


And so, having gone to London 


fearing the worst, they left London 
feeling enormously relieved. 


There may be some Britons who 


think that "a general settlement" 
with the fascist states can be had 
by negotiating concessions about 
colonies and about spheres of influ- 
ence in eastern Europe. But I doubt 
whether a-single serious student of 
European affairs thinks this is pos- 
sible,, and that includes the intellec- 
tual leaders of the very group1 that 


• is supposed to think it is possible. 
• For while they may have their mo- 
ments of innocent optimism, at bot- 


• torn the reason why they want to 
negotiate "a settlement" is that they 
believe the British democracy and 
the British dominions must be con- 
vinced over and over again that 


• every possible pacific device is be- 
; ing used. As for the Nazis, they re- 
ject the very idea of a general set- 
tlement as radically incompatible 
with the genius of fascism. 


Almost no one. certainly no one 


, in authority either in Germany 
and Italy or outside believes that a 
secure peace can be had by satisfy- 
ing particular demands; For Ger- 
many and Italy today are nations 
•totally, mobilized for war, and the 
perpetuation 
of the regimes 
at 


-home depends upon 'maintaining a 
.war-like relationship to. the outer 
•world. A 
"general 
settlement" 


which ended the need 
and the 


justification for the total conscrip- 
tion of life and property, for high- 
pressure armament, 
and for the 


continual drilling of the population, 
would remove the very things 
which make fascism a going con- 
cern. 


A general settlement which re- 


stored to the German and Italian 
peoples the same kind of freedom 
of international intercourse which 
the British and French and Ameri- 
cans enjoy would be a political dis- 
aster to the fascist rulers. Remove 
from the fascist state the central 
fact of military mobilization and 
the bony structure of fascist organ- 
ization and morale would be gone. 


Just as the most democratic na- 


tion must submit to dictatorship in 
order to wage war, so the most fas- 
cist nation could not long remain a 
dictatorship if it could not be pre- 
paring to wage war. Peace would 
liquidate 
the planned 
and con- 


trolled economies not only in Ger- 
many and Italy, but in Russia also; 
for enemies outside are an absolute 
necessity to a totalitarian dictator- 
ship within a nation. A general set- 
tlement, as Mussolini and Hitler 
know perfectly well, would destroy 
the 
foundations of their power. 


And so they will make no general 
settlement unless their time is up. 
* 
* 
* 
British, French 
Will Continue To Talk 


Because the British and French 


really know all this thoroughly, 
they will continue to talk about a 
general settlement, but what they 
will be hoping for is only the post- 
ponement and avoidance of war. 
They know that what Hitler wants 
it is not in their power to concede; 
and that, if they were ready to con- 
cede it, Hitler would not want iU 


How, for example, could they 


really concede to him a free hand 
in eastern Europe? Is it imaginable 
that having created Czechoslovakia, 
for 
example, 
they could coldly 


abandon the Czechs to the destruc- 
tion of their liberties? it may be 
talked about. In the test of events 
it cannot be done. Hitler will not 
be told by the British and French 
governments that he can do what 
he likes in eastern Europe. As cyn- 
ical a policy as that would destroy, 
perhaps forever, the moral position 
of Britain and France among the 
democracies of the whole world. No 
one would trust them again. No one 
would again believe in them. 


For Czechoslovakia is not Ethi- 
opia. It is not Manchoukuo. Czecho- 
slovakia is a civilized democracy in 
the heart of-Europe, and to treat it 
as if it were a colony in the Afri- 
can jungle, as a chattel to be hand- 
ed about by the imperial states, 
would horrify the world and stul- 
tify every pretension made by the 
British and French for the past 
twenty years. They are irrevocably 
committed and they do not dare to 
abandon Czechoslovakia. For in 
abandoning it, they would abandon 
their own position in the commun- 
ity of nations.* 
* 
* 
But even if such a crude betrayal 


were .contemplated. Hitler could 
not accept .the benefits as the price 
of a general settlement. For his 
position depends not upon receiv- 
ing tangible benefits by the grace 
of his opponents, but upon taking 
things by the. exercise of his own 
power. Mussolini could have had 
most of Ethiopia <by negotiation; it 
would have been cheaper and the 


material benefits would have been stration of Nazi power in the world, 
greater. He much preferred to con-1 So he cannot be placated by gifts; 
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quer Ethiopia because the essence 
of fascism is to exercise power and 
not to obtain definite objectives. 


So certainly it is with Hitler in i new 


Central Europe and in his demand 


he must appear to conquer what he 


What he wants is not 
so much the economic advantages 
that might, accrue, but the demon- 


seeks, and. like all the conquerors 
before him, he must always seek

would

drafted for them here to refrain 
from certain practices, 
but 
the 


more they studied it the more they 
felt that the stand of the General 
Motors Acceptance corporation was 
correct, namely that a consent de- 


cree would imply a confession of 
cuilt and that no practices had 
been resorted to which could be 
regarded as violations of law. 


The consent decree would ha\e 


affected every automobile dealer 
in the country, because it would 
have put under jurisdiction of the 
federal courts 5n the vaguest terms 
the question of how the auto deal- 
ers should conduct their credit re- 
lations. 


The draft of the consent decree 


sets forth that the finance com- 
panies agree to refrain from coer- 
cing their dealers to use a particu- 
lar finance company plan. 
The 


companies deny they ever 
have 


done so. but they deserve the right 
to recommend a plan which they 


; think is financially sound for the 


I purshaser. but the dealer can use 
any finance company plan he likes. 


Xext. the decree would prevent 


the setting up of a reserve fund to 
take care of losses through repos- I 
session of cars on which defaults 
occur. This, the auto companies in- 
dicate would, oaralyze the whole 
system of selling cars and prevent- 
ing gluts on the markets. Another 
section of the dccroe would pro- 
hibit 
rebates 
or "packing," but 


here. too. the larger auto com- 
panies say they have maintained 
affiliations with certain 
finance 


companies so as to protect the pur- 
chaser against being charged un- 
necessary fees, commonly known 
as "packing." The auto manufac- 
turers and their related finance 
companies declare they are vehe- 
mently 
opposed 
to such things 


themselves and that to sign a con- 
sent 
decree is 1o concede they 


have been condoning these prac- 
tices. 


What is 
most comprehensible 


about the whole matter is that the 
big three in the finance company 
field—Universal Credit 
company, 


which handles Ford financing, the 
Commercial 
Credit 
company of 


Baltimore, which finances Chrysler 
cars, and the General Motors Ac- 
ceptance corporation, which han- 
dles the installment payment plan 
for the purchasers of General Mo- 
tors cars—actually have been fac- 
ing 
stiff competition from inde- 


pendent finance companies for the 
last few years. The figures submit- 
ted to the government show that 
the 
independents have been in- 


creasing 
their volume of install- 


ment payment contracts while the 
three 
major 
finance 
companies 


mentioned above have been get- 
ting a diminished share of the total 
volume of cars purchased on the 
time payment plan in America. 


Thus, competition has been 
in 


vigorous operation. There have 
been, moreover, various state laws 
passed to prevent chiselling of fi- 
nance charges 
by local 
finance 


companies, and the larger com- 
panies, which are free from such 
imputations, really 
may have a 


grievance against 
some 
of 
the 


smaller independents who, they in- 
sist, are taking business away from 
them to some exten* by illegitimate 
methods. 


Public Interested 


The public is, of course, interest- 


ed in this subject of time payments 
for automobiles, because, if the 
proposed 
consent 
decree were 


adopted, it would demoralize the 
whole financing of installment sales 
and open the way fornhe purchaser 
to be "gypped" aplenty by unscrup- 
ulous dealers here and there. In 'act, 
the proposals, instead of protect- 
ing the consximer, put obstacles in 
the way of financing which will

tend not only to increase the cost of 
cars, but would doubtless lead to a 
demoralization of the 
production 


schedule of the manufacturers. 


Take, for instance, the present 


method by which the larger finance 
companies insist that the reposses- 
sion of cars on .which time pay- 
ments are defaulted shall be regu- 
lated so as to prevent a break- 
down of the dealers' business. This 
alone is a subject with such wide- 
spread 
possibilities of breaking 


down the regularization of employ- 
ment by the manufacturers that it 
is amazing to find the department 
of justice handling something that 
should have been handled by the 
Federal Trade commission in the 
first place. 


If there are abuses in install- 


ment financing of automobiles, and 
doubtless here and there some will 
be found, the Federal Trade com- 
mission is the body to determine 
what fair trade practices shall be 
promulgated after hearings and the 
taking of testimony. The department 
of justice, for some unexplained rea- 
son, started a grand jury inquiry to 
get evidence which 
would have 


been available in a Federal Trade 
commission inquiry or a civil suit. 


If any automobile companies are 


violating the Sherman Anti-Trust 
law, the commencement of a civil 
suit specifically asking that item- 
ized practices be restrained is the 
usual way to get the facts and ap- 
ply through court injunctions or 
decrees the hand of government to 
break up monopoly or unfair com- 
petition. In this instance, the out- 
come may yet be civil suits, which, 
of( course, 
are 
understandable, 


though a much better way would 
be to have the Federal Trade com- 
mission investigate and issue "cease 
and desist" orders in the regular 
way. 


More important than procedure 


is the objective. Is it the purpose of 
the government to make it more 
difficult for the auto companies to 
sell cars and for dealers 
to con- 


vince the 
public 
that finance 


charges are fair, and is there to be 
a wide-open system, with fly-by- 
night finance companies in league 
with certain chiselling dealers who 
pocket a rebate from the finance 
companies? 


These questions, arising at this

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ISOLATION* AND WAR 


A member tof the British parliament 


has written a-••New York paper on the 
subject ,of America's relation to world 
peace, as follows: 


"I have lor some rime been con- 


vinced that the anti-isolationists in 
the U. S. A. have usually based their 
case on the wrong ground, viz., that 
the U. S. A. will be dragged into war 


' if it comes anyhow, and she had bet- 


ter therefore take risks involved in 
free action. I do not believe this is 
true. I think America can stay out o[ 
a war and will do so unless when the 
war comes she'thinks at the time that 
the issue is such as to make it worth 
while to intervene. I believe she will 
have this choice, whether or not she 
has passed an isolationist bill before- 
hand. And I believe her invulnera- 
bility and her resources to be so great 
that she could exercise great and prob- 
ably decisive influence in averting 
war without substantially increasing 


' her risk of being drawn in against her 


wish if war does break out. I believe 
that if the American public believe 
the alternative is isolation and peace 
lor U. S. A. or non-isolation and en- 
tanglement in- war, -the-first will be 
chosen. But I believe this is unsound. 
With isolation, war is much more like- 
ly; she may. or may-not, feel it-neces- 
sary to intervene if it comes. With 
a departure from isolation war is much 
less probable and again she may or 
may not come in. On balance I be- 
lieve the risk of being involved in a 


. war is therefore greater if she pur- 


sues a policy of isolation which pre- 
vents her exercising an influence for 
peace." 
According to this notion America is 


given a choice of refusing to participate 
in world affairs and thus making war 
more likely, or of participating in such 
affairs to make war less likely. But in 
case war comes after her participation, 
though less likely, the likelihood of her 
withdrawing to avoid the war is also less 
likely. 


Conjecture upon the future is a credit 


to the intelligence of mankind. The use 
of intellectual processes is always to be 
commended. But there are other con- 
clusions to which, attention must be paid, 
considering always that none of us may 
chart the future exactly. It is not certain 
that our participation in world affairs 
will prevent war. 
It is well-nigh cer- 


tain that if we devote our active parti- 
cipation in world affairs to the Western 
Hemisphere we will not become involved 
in war. And the most certain thing about 
the entire imaginative process- is that if 
we do become involved in war the con- 
flict will be barren of results and futile 
of purpose. 


Either we arc to prepare for war or 


we are not to prepare for war. 
Either 


war is inevitable or it is avoidable. 


If it is inevitable of course we must 


prepare for it on a grand scale. 
If it 


must come why not meet it half way by 
ruling the world?

cere in his reasoning processes, is in- 
fluenced by his- country's wants-and po- 
sition. 


May^our members of congress be in- 


fluenced by no other consideration than 
their country's demands and necessities. 


HOODWINKING BECOMES A 


BUSINESS 


The sir is full 'of insincere political 


moves, and it is a question which sort 
of government, free or unfrcc. presents 
more. 


Just now the Cuban 
government is 


making considerable ado about the arrest 
of its former President Machado. Over 
four years ago it issued a warrant for 
him and now that he is given but a short 
lime to live it assumes great excitement 
over bringing him to justice. 


When the hurricane of revolt came too 


close Machado left. 
No complaint was 


made that ho personally killed anyone 
but it is said that he committed an of- 
fense against Cuban law in his apparent 
efforts to maintain order. 


It is obvious that he committed no 


crime upon any evidence that has been 
published to date, that' Cuba does not 
want to bring him to trial, that it knows 
that under the usages of nations it cannot 
extradite him, but that a pretense of 
agitated concern is assumed by the Ha- 
vana authorities to' appease a political 
group that finds some satisfaction between 
drinks of Bicardi in whetting its knife and 
grinding its teeth. 


The incident is a minor edition of the 


purported effort to punish Kaiser Wilhelm 
..J0r. war guilt at the conclusion of the 
great 'struggle 'In' I918r"~Theh the great 


nations solemnly agreed to bring him to 
trial knowing that they could not extra- 
dite him for this strictly political offense, 
and that they wouldn't have tried him-if 
they could. 


But a big show is often put on for the 


little people who drink it all in and ask 
for more. 


The Anti-Lynching bill at Washington 


is one of the rawest efforts in this regard 
in recent days. No one can find any au- 
thority in the constitution authorizing the 
federal government to create a liability 
on the local governments if someone is 
lynched. But Senator Wagner for New 
York and Senator Dieterich for Illinois, 
in an effort to mucilage the black vote to 
the Democratic party, find it expedient 
to befool the poor negroes as if they 
haven't already been hoodwinked enough.

the time and efforts of countries like 
Russia, Germany and Italy are devoted to 
soft-soaping the people.

Frenchman he thinks of Louis XIV's state- 
ment, "The nation is not corporate in 
France; it lives entirely in the king." 


France, too, knows the paralysis of 


public affairs under stupid minds and 
realizes that the genius that was Napoleon 
in 1810 had so far forsaken the Bona- 
parte blood by 1870 that it brought on 
Sedan and the loss to Prussia of Alsace 
and Lorraine. 


When monarchy means to a people a 


lot of blustering and foolish talk, Pom- 
padours and Du Barry's, frummery and 
frumpery, the time is not auspicious to 
paint a picture of the gallantry of chival- 
ry in flower. 


Yet, is it not strange, that the boast 


of a monarch sets not well while the same 
boast from the lips of a plebian augurs 
might? 
Vespasian was ridiculed for de- 


claring that a king was so great, and so 
different from other people, that he should 
die standing. Yet Clemenceau, the Tiger, 
and French Premier in winning the war, 
received nothing but huzzas for breathing 
on his deathbed, "I should not lie down, 
be sure and bury me standing up."

APPETITE AND METABOLISM 
Everybody but the doctor knows 


what appetite is. Metabolism is the 
chemical process of life.

"Loss of appetite is an early and 


specific effect of vitamin B defi- 
ciency, ' being evident some time 
before the appearance of polyneu- 
ritis. . . . It is probable that the 
anorexia (loss of appetite) is, in 
part at least, secondary to a relax- 
ed state of the • gastro-intestinal 
musculature (muscle coat of stom- 
ach and bowel), the suppression of 
the digestive secretions (stomach 
and pancreas), and the reduction in 
motor activity of the gastro-intes- 
tinal tract which have b$en shown 
by Cowgill and associates to be im- 
portant features of vitamin B de- 
ficiency. 
McCarrison 
produced 


atony " (flabbiness) and degenera- 
tion ot the mucous membrane of 
the colon in monkeys by feeding 
diets lacking in vitamin B but high 
carbohydrate 
(starch and sugar)

Such a diet is the popular diet of 


a large portion of the population 
in this country today. 


"The 
investigation of Fletcher 


and Graham indicate a relationship 
between the atony and dilatation 
of the colon resulting from vitamin 
B deficiency and arthritic condi- 
tions. . . . It is probable that in 
many diets which are assumed to 
be a'dcquate the vitamin B content 
is below the optimal level, and that 
gastro-intestinal abnormalities are 
not uncommonly the result of mild 
grades of deficiency of this vita- 
min."

chronic arthritis there was evi- 
dence of atony of the colon in 65 
per cent and a number of these 
showed pronounced dilatation of

Many 
overweight 
individuals 


have an abnormally high tolerance 
for 
carbohydrate 
(starches 
and 


sugars) and their efforts to reduce 
by dieting are defeated by periodic 
gorges, due to intense- craving for 
such 
foods. 
Their 
carbohydrate 


metabolism' is faulty; they are in- 
capable of utilizing carbohydrate 
normally, somewhat in the same 
way as with diabetic patients. Pro- 
gressive physicians find that if_ the 
diet is supplemented with optimal 
daily rations of vitamins, these pa- 
tients are able to metabolize or 
burn carbohydrate more efficiently 
and do not suffer from periods of 
craving nor go on periodic carbo- 
hydrate sprees. Vitamin B is per- 
haps the most essetnial, but the 
daily supplementary ration should 
include also vitamin G, vitamin D 
and vitamin C. 
Whatever the medical authorities 


thought about it two or three years 
ago. there is,now sound physiologic 
foundation for the concept that the 
vitamin deficiency in the everyday 
diet of most Americans is a factor 
in the 
development 
of obesity. 


Whether the disturbance of meta- 
bolism due to vitamin deficiency is 
associated with loss 01 appetite (as 
it is in extreme vitamin B defi- 
ciency) or with abnormal craving 
for carbyhodratc (as in' less ex- 
treme 'B deficiency), the treatment 
or diet most likely to prove suc- 
cessful must include an adequate 
daily intake of vitamins. In other 
words supplementing the ordinary 
diet with vitamins will correct ab- 
normal appetite and overweight in 
many cases of obesity as well as it 
will poor appetite and underweight 
in. cases of simple atony or mul- 
tiple neuritis.

Washington — The army is pre- 


paring for a situation in which the 
United States may be fighting its 
next war on American soil. It ex- 
pects it—if and when—to be a war 
in which battles are won by ma- 
neuver instead of costly mass at- 
tacks straight into the enemy's 
teeth. 


An army and navy for purposes 


of defense only has long been a 
tradition of the country, although 
during the last two wars not an 
enemy bullet fell on United States 
territory. But since the World war 
the American army has been oc- 
ganized on a basis of the experi- 
ence of that war. And that it was 
a very ''specialized" war. such ,as is 
not likely to be repeated if a for- 
eign power should attempt to in- 
vade the United States. 


In the World war there was a 


solid line of trenches from Swit- 
zerland across France to the Eng- 
lish channel. There was no shoul- 
der room for flanking maneuvers 
in which one enemy tries to get 
part of his force around to one side 
of the opponent and thus to put 
him at a disadvantage. The only 
sort of attack possible in the World 
war was straight aher-d.

Frontal attacks take a lot of men. 


So a division, if it were ordered to 
take a certain objective, had to 
have a lyt of men. One, two or 
three waves of men ir.ight be mow- 
ed down by enemy fire before-the 
way could be paved for a fourth 
wave to sweep on to the objective. 
That is bloody warfare. 
. ' 


Modern military minds now are 


preparing for a different type of 
warfare. 
They 
expect 
to strike 


quickly and hard. 


America's pennyweight army of 


a maximum 165,000 men is not de- 
signed for a quick penetration of 
an enemy's territory. But under its 
new mechanization 
program, 
as 


worked out in the hard-hitting 
mechanized divisions in Texas, '.it 
plans to be able 
to concentrate 


stout resistance at a point of inva- 
sion.

* 
This new mechanized division, 


first 
off, was reduced from the 


World war size of 27.000 men to a 
compact unit of 13,50ft officers and 
men. 
But instead of the 18 miles 


a day that the old foot-slogging, 
horse artillery division could trav- 
el, the new division covered 360 
miles in a day and wound up'fit to 
split out an amazing curtain ..of 
death-dealing hardware. 


It could travel a long way ^to 


meet an enemy appearing at an 
unexpected 
point. K could take 


advantage 
of 
the 
thick net of 


American highways to strike the 
enemy at his weakest . point. -It 
could hit hard at a landing force 
on an American shore in a matter 
of hours, where before days might 
have been required to put a de- 
fense force in position. And 
in 


these days of swift penetrations, 
swift defense action is more neces- 
sary than ever. 


Some problems of operation re- 


main to be solved In mechanizing 
the American army, but the per- 
formance of the test-tube division 
in Texas demonstrated this: 


The enemy that invades the 


United States—unless he does "it 
soon — will meet an army on 
wheels.

Lines of Research 


Scientific Plantsmen Have 


Attained F i r s t 


Objectives 


Cabbage breeding is one field in 


•which scientific 
plantsmen have 


attained their first objectives and 
now are going forward on new 
lines. 


During the last season a test plot 


was established 
in the 
Shiocton 


area and non-resistant strains and 
varieties in respect to cabbage yel- 
lows. 


According to R. C. Swanson, Out- 


agamie county agricultural agent, 
the results on this test plot were 
outstanding due to the 
fact that 


some varieties showed almost 100 
per cent susceptibility to cabbage 
yellows while others were almost 
100 per cent resistant. 


A demonstration day was held in 


the fall of the year and many farm- 
ers visited the plot and studied the 
varieties and strains. Farmers buy- 
ing 
cabbage seed and cabbage 


plants for the 1938 crops should be 
very careful in selecting resistant 
varieties and strains. Non-resistant 
strains planted in years when the 
weather conditions 
are favorable 


lor yellow means almost a total loss 
to the farmer. 


A complete report of the results 


on the Shiocton plot is available 
through the county agent's office. 


• Threatened Industry 


Cabbage yellows is a disease 


caused by a fusarium 
fungus that 


threatened the cabbage-growing in- 
dustry, particularly in Wisconsin. 
L. R. Jones, of the state experiment 
station, started selecting cabbages 
for resistance to the disease. J. C. 
Walker and other United 
States 


Department of Agriculture work- 


ers cooperated and there are now 
satisfactorily resistant varieties of 
all the principal cabbage types. 
This is regarded as one of the most 
important single achievements of 
publicly supported 
research in 


plant breeding. The expense of the 
breeding work was only a trifle in 
proportion to the value of the re- 
sults. 


"At present." says Roy Magruder. 


oi the United States Department of 
Agriculture, "the major emphasis 
in cabbage breeding is upon the de- 
velopment of strains that are re- 
sistant to diseases other than yel- 
lows, strains that are particularly 
well adapted to a definite locality, 
or strains with superior eating or 
storage quality."

Fear and food will not mix. which is one of the reasons we have a lot 


of trouble with children and their eating, in some families. 


"Cabbage? I don't dare cat it. It almost killed me the last time I ate it. 


I'll just take a baked potato." 


"My dear, you'd better not touch that. It has sauce on it and you know 


what sauce does to you. Better eat it plain." 


"Is there sugar in this? If there is I can't eat it. The doctor said that 


sugar would about finish me. No! No cake. I'll just eat a wheat biscuit. 
I can't afford to cut my life short for the sake of a nibble. Where's my 
buttermilk?" 


This may be necessary. There are people who have to live on a diet for 


this reason or that, and they ought to stick to what they believe is good 
for them. What is not richt is allowing children to hear them talking 
about the dangers of perfectly good food and scaring them out of eating 
whatever tbey like. 


Cabbage is perfectly all right for those who like it. Children can eat it 


with benefit. There is nothing wrong about a good sauce for a pudding or 
a vegetable, provided it has been made properly which is usually the 
case. Cake is good to cat and so I 
arc cookies. But when children hear 
.<o much about jhe danger of eating 
they are likely to copy the manners, 
cultivate the fears and become food 
fusscrs before their time. 


Grown people who have to have 


•special diets ought to arrange for 
them before time and cat their 
meals at table cheerfully as though 
they liked them for the sake of the 
children who are 
listening and 


watchin?. Eating if a habit that ev- 
erybody enjoys until fear spoils it. 
Children are not afrairi to cat. but 
when they hear fear expressed all 
about them they think there must 
be something about it and assume 
ihe attitude, if they have not the 
ictu.-l dread. Sometimes they take 
advantage of the situation to select 
what they like best to cat and IH-R- 
Icc ilic ic>t. 


folks. The easy way out is to ar- 
ranse the menu so that there are 
dishes that old and young can eat 
and enjoy.

that fell last Friday, Saturday and 


I Sunday will be shot again and 


' again whenever deer hunters get 
together. 
We deer hunters 
get 


more for our money than any other 
group of sportsmen—we have the 
weeks of preparation and anticipa- 
tion, a few days of participation and 
after that years of recollection. 


I hunted again this year in Vilas 


county where the .now famous deer 
rebellion took place. The closing 
of county tax lands against deer 
hunters apparently 
amounted to 


very little for we saw only one 
piece, an abandoned farm, that was 
posted, but it could not be classed 
as deer land. I suspect the so-call- 
ed rebellion consisted more of words 
than of action. 


Nevertheless a number of hun- 


ters stayed out of Vilas county and 
hunted in neighboring counties— 
which saved some deer and was, to 
some extent, what Vilas county 
wanted. 


The day before the season opened 


we made our usual scouting trip 
through our favorite territory. We 
were surprised to find the trails of 
several deer that were 
bleeding 


quite badly. We also found where 
a deer had been dragged through 
the snow to a side road where it 
has been loaded upon a motor vc- 


hicle. No doubt this deer had been 
shot from that same vehicle. 


That night we told the owner of 


our cabin, a native about these 
bloody trails and the roadside kill- 
ing. 
This is what he said: 


"There are a number of young 


fellows in this county who" have 
picked up old cheap cars and have 
rigged them with spot lights. They 
go out nights shooting deer—not 
only bucks but 
does and fawns. 


They use buck shot and of course a 
good many deer escape wounded. 
Those wounded deer made the trails 
you saw. If one of the violators 
gets caught and has his old car 
confiscated he buys another 
and 


starts all over. 
Apparently the 


business is a profitable one." 


If Vilas county really wants to 


save its deer the place to begin is 
with its own venison bootleggers. 
Had all the energy and money they 
spent on the "deer rebellion" been 
used against violators instead of 
against legitimate sportsmen I think 
'they would have saved more deer 
and kept more friends.
